A questionnaire prepared by the Missouri State 
Organization for Progressive Political Action has been 
addressed to candidates for Congress. It seeks to” 
ascertain the attitude of candidates towards questions 
in which labor is particularly interested. Candidates 
answering favorably are indorsed by the organization. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch Congress- 
man Hawes discusses the matter candidly and at con- 
siderable length. Acknowledging the sincerity of 
efforts to commit prospective legislators to definite 
lines of action he believes this practice fs not in 
accord with public policy and does not make for the 
best public service. The work of legislation, as those 
familiar with it know, is complicated and difficult. 
Mr. Hawes makes the point that a bill designed to ac- 
complish an end sought, say, by an organization back 
of a questionnaire and which a candidate has pledged 
himself to support, may contain objectionable pro- 
visions which the legislator cannot conscientiously 
approve. He fs, therefore, in an anomalous position. 
If he does not vote for the bill he will have broken 
his promise. If he does vote for it he will have rvio- 
lated his own judgment. 

Moreover, by committing himself to a fixed course 
of action the Congressman, as Mr. Hawes shows, has 
circumscribed himself and may have tmpatired his 
initiative and possible usefulmess. Obviously, he has 
not the mental latitude he would have ff free to act 
unhampered and umnrestratmed, except as the plat- 
form on which he makes the race dictates his offi- 
cial conduct. As Mr. Hawes puts it, “the question- 
naire tends to weaken the intellectual force of Con- 
gress.”
